After considerable debate on the subject the following resolutions 
vere adopted 

Wuereas, Art. V. of our Synodical Constitution makes it the duty of the 
District Committees to endeavor by all practicable means to organize Auxil- 
iary Societies in all the congregations of their respective Conferences; and, 

Wueeeas, This work in Nebraska Synod must necessarily be exceedingly 
laborious and expensive ; therefore, 

Resolved, That the Publishing Committee be instructed to furnish the Dis- 
trict Committees with a circular letter, printed in both the English and Ger- 
man languages, which shall briefly set forth our object, give a statement of 
this Synodical Society's work for each successive year since its organization, 
an outline of the work projected by the General Society, and instructions for 
organizing Auxiliary Societies, with an offer of g visit from some member of 
the Organizing Commitiee, at the expense of the congregation wishing to form 
a Society and desiring such eid. 

Resolved 2, That the istrict Committees be instructed to confer with the 
pastors wher: no Socicty exists, and secure from them the names of some 
good women with whom the Committees may correspond, and to whom they 
my send tracts, papers, etc., for general distribution at least quarterly. 

Resolved 3, That a special fund be provided for this work, and that every 
congregation and Society here represented send to the Synodical Treasury 
within thirty days a contribution to this fund of at least $1.00.

Here my report * conclude, but a few additional reflections may be 
permitted. Whilst we have not yet attained to perfection, yet a comparison 
of the above statement with those of preceeding years is very gratifying. 

Firu.—We note with pleasure the addition of two Societies, which take 
hold of the work in a manner pleasing as to the present, and promising as to 
the future. These are the Mission Band of St. Mark’s, of Omaha, and the 
Mission Band of McCook. To these we extend a most hearty welcome. 

Second.—The quarterly reports from Auxiliary Societies have come up more 
regularly than ever before. For this I am disposed personally and publicly 
to extend my thanks to the various Corresponding Secretaries. Of the 67 
quarterly reports due during the quarter only 5 have failed to reach me. 

Whilst our proposed Constitution leaves optional the matter of forwardi 
quarterly reports to the Corresponding Secretary of the General Society, she 
requests that we continue this method as formerly, and fully in sympathy with

her desire, I hereby recommend that action to correspond with it be taken by 
this Convention. I fear that to discontinue the quarterly reports would very 
much disturb the preparing of the annual report. 

Third.—It is gratifying to notice the regular increase in our active member- 
ship. My report of 1885 gave as this footing 204. That of 1886 gave it 
240. That of to-day gives it 270. Surely this is an army of whose number 
we need not be ashamed. 

Fourth.—The other footings are no less satisfactory. The number of Jour- 
nals taken is 259. This is a very considerable increase above former years. 
It is to be hoped that this increase will be continued, for the influence of the 
Journal in favor of our woman’s work is evidently of very great value. 

Fifth.—The last footing is not of the least importance. Here again we 
are greatly pleased, The amount sent to our Synodical Treasurer two years 
ago as indicated by my report was $180.41. One year ago it was $203.71. 
Here to-day the footing is $338.25. Thus it appears that the ratio of increase 
in the money forwarded is greater than that of the increase of the active mem- 
bers. This presents the pleasing fact that the activity of the members has in- 
creased even more rapidly than the number of active members. 

Sixth.—I must express the fear however that my report of the amount sent 
to the Synodical Treasurer will not agree with that presented in the report of 
the Treasurer herself. If that shall be the case, it will be because of discrep- 
ancies between the reports sent in by the Corresponding Secretaries and 
Treasurers of the Auxiliary Societies. To this matter I have referred in both 
my former reports. The reports should come up from the Auxiliary Society 
relative to the money actually sent to the Synodical Treasurer with such ac 
curacy as to make these footings in the reports of the two Synodical offices 
precisely agree without any conference whatever between these officers. I 
begin to despair of ever seeing it so. 

Unless it shall be indicated to the Synodical Corresponding Secretary by the 
Auxiliary Society precisely what money is sent by that Anxiliary Society to 
the Synodical Treasurer, surely the money column in the report of the Synod- 
ical Corresponding Secretary is of little worth. | 

Seventh.—1 have forwarded my quarterly reports to the General Society, 
and attended to other correspondence to the best of my ability.
